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The Study Area covers approximately 440 square miles of land area extending north and south approximately 25 miles, and east and west the same distance. A major portion of Multnomah County lies 
within the area. Parts of Washington. Clackamas, and Clark counties are also included in the area. 

TV Major Street System contains 1,115 miles of freeways, expressways, major arterials, collectors streets, and highways. This network, plus additional facilities already committed, plus new proposals, 
will he studied and analysed.
